Slave Late. Out-okontroi

The smell of smoke makes 
MicheUe Malbeuf nervous. 

Her heart starts racing and 
she has to remind herself not 
to panic. 

Once a week, the famihar 
scent stings her nostrils as fire¬ 
fighters deliberately bum haz¬ 
ardous areas of dry grass in and 
aroimd the northern Alberta 
town of Slave Lake. It’s a rou¬ 
tine measure to prevent forest 
fires but, ironically, stokes fear 
among many residents. 

It reminds them of the out- 
of-control blaze that wiped out 
a third of their community 
one year ago. They recall how, 
with little warning, they fled 
the flames and returned to find 
that if they hadn’t lost every¬ 
thing, someone they knew had. 


Nearly 400 homes, apart¬ 
ment buildings and businesses 
were reduced to mbble. It lev¬ 
elled the town’s new govern¬ 
ment building, including the h- 
braiy, as well as three churches 
and a radio station. 

“People keep tellmg us this 
year and the next are going to 
be the hard years. It’s like, real¬ 
ly?” said Malbeuf “It’s stages 
you have to go through. It’s 
never going to be easy.” 

Mayor Karina Pillay-Kinnee 
hopes the town will never have 
to combat a fire of that magni¬ 
tude again. 

“There’s people that are 
thankful and grateful for the 
hard work and how far we’ve 
come. And then there’s people 
that are stmggling stiU,” she 
said. 

“It’s a long haul. We know 
there’s a lot more work to 
be done.”

Sunday —a day 
for reading 

Avid readers will have 
more access to their 
hbraiy this summer, as all 
locations will have Sunday 
hours throughout the 
entire year. 

Prior to January 2011, 
the Stanley A. Milner 
Library was the only 
Edmonton Public Library 
branch open year-round 
on Sundays, while London¬ 
derry, Lois Hole, Millwoods 
and Whitemud Crossing 
opened Sundays during 
the fall and winter but 
reverted back to six days 
of service from May to 
September. 

A number of other 
branches began operating 
on that same schedule last 
year. 

But starting this year, 
all locations will be open 
seven days per week — 
year-round. 

“We’ve known for 
many years this was an un¬ 
met need for our patrons,” 
said Pilar Martinez, EPL 
executive director of pub¬ 
lic services, noting many 
questions have been asked 
about the missing 12 to 15 
weeks.

Red Cross to stay in Slave Lake 


Unused funds. Half 
of donations for fire 
victims still in the bank 


People across the country and 
around the world donated $5.5 
million to the Canadian Red 
Cross to help the people of 
Slave Lake after a wildfire dev¬ 
astated the Alberta town one 
year ago. 

And half of the donations 
are still sitting in the bank. 

“Every penny of it is being 
spent on people affected by that 
fire,” said Steve Armstrong, Al¬ 
berta director of the Red Cross. 

Roughly $770,000 first went 
to helping people with emer¬ 
gency rent, food and clothing 
— aiding 4,500 people. 

The libraiy burned in the 
fire, so the Red Cross spent an¬ 
other $400,000 to rent a tem¬ 
porary location for two years. 

The Red Cross says it has 
spent just over $1.5 milhon 
on its own operations — the 
costs of running a charity, Arm¬ 
strong says. 

The local Red Cross ofiice 
now has five paid staff and

another five volunteers. The 
agency plans to keep the ofiice 
open in Slave Lake indefinitely. 

That leaves $2.8 million. 

About $800,000 will be set 
aside for ongoing recovery 
work in the town and $2 mil¬ 
lion is going to a new commim- 
ity projects fimd. 

“Our biggest job in life is to 
stop people from going over 
that edge, catching them and 
setting them back up on their 
feet, and walking behind them 
or beside them as we go for¬ 
ward.”

Chance encounter. 

Rafferty and McClintic's 
brief but twisted pairing 
ended in tragedy 


WARNING: Graphic details from 
this court case may disturb some 
readers. 

They came together in a chance 
encounter on Feb. 4, 2009, at a 
pizza shop in Woodstock, Ont., 
and two months later they 
teamed up to abduct, sexually 
assault and murder eight-year- 
old Victoria Stafford. 

No one knows what would 
have happened if Michael 
Rafferty and Terri-Lynne Mc- 
Clintic had never met, but as 
suggested by a police ofiBcer 
who interrogated Rafferty, tra¬ 


gedy struck when each of their 
particular brands of depravity 
collided. 

“What’s happened here is be¬ 
cause of who’s meshed togeth¬ 
er,” Ontario Provincial Police 
Det. Const. Cord Johnson told 
Rafferty after his arrest. “The 
two of you are not a good mix.” 

Only two living people 
know for sure who actu^y 
wielded the hammer that 
killed Tori Stafford, but with 
guilty verdicts Friday night for 
Rafferty on first-degree murder, 
sexual assault causing bodily 
harm and kidnapping, a juiy 
signalled it believed the two 
worked together to bring about 
the little girl’s death. 

It places them in a rare class 
of murderers with Paul Bernar¬ 
do and Karla Homolka: couples 
who kill. 

On the surface there are 


some similarities between 
Rafferty and McClintic and the 
sadistic plots of Canada’s most 
notorious killer couple — the 
pair worked in tandem to com¬ 
mit imspeakable crimes, but 
they pointed the finger at each 
other for being the actual killer, 
yoimg female victims were 
sexu^ly violated before they 
were brutally killed, and court 
proceedings were subject to 
controversial publication bans. 

Rafferty and McClintic’s 
brief but twisted pairing began 
in that pizza shop, when he 
called her a “pretty little num¬ 
ber,” according to McClintic. 
Then they had sex in his car. 

Raffei^ climbed on top of 
McClintic and began to choke 
her, she reported. She returned 
home not long after, with 
“Mike’s” number.

Poland. Father seeks 
return of abducted kids 


Montreal. Smoke-bomb 
suspects charged with 
inciting fear of terrorism 


An Ontario man, who found 
his missing children in Poland 
after a two-and-a-half year 
search, is heading back to Eur¬ 
ope this week for a court hear¬ 
ing that will decide their fate. 

Stephen Watkins told The 
Canadian Press on Sunday 
that he will be in a Warsaw 
court Wednesday, seeking the 
return to Canada of his two 
boys — Alexander, 10, and 
Christopher, 8. 

The 40-year-old Newmar¬ 
ket, Ont., man was granted 
custody of the children after 
he split up with his wife, Edy- 
ta Watkins. She and the boys 
vanished in March 2009, only 
to emerge later in Poland, the 


woman’s native country. 

But on Dec. 15, a Polish 
court ruled against sending 
the boys back to Canada. Wat¬ 
kins is appealing that deci¬ 
sion. 

The court’s ruling was 
based on its conclusion that it 
would be detrimental for the 
children to return to Canada 
as they had integrated fully 
into Polish society. 

But Watkins has main¬ 
tained his sons still speak 
more English than Polish and 
that he has secured the sup¬ 
port of Canadian agencies that 
would help his sons re-settle 
into their home in 
Newmarket, the Canadian press 


A man and three women in 
their early 20s were charged 
Saturday with committing a 
terrorism-related prank fol¬ 
lowing smoke-bomb attacks 
that crippled the Montreal 
subway system earlier in the 
week. 

The suspects, Francois-Vivi- 
er Gagnon, Genevieve Vaillan- 
court, Vanessa L’Ecuyer and 
Roxanne Belisle, turned them¬ 
selves in to authorities Friday. 

They appeared in Montreal 
court via video conference 
on Saturday to face charges 
of hoax regarding terrorist 
activity, which means they 



were accused of inciting fear 
of terrorism — not commit¬ 
ting a terrorist act. 

The charge carries a max¬ 
imum sentence of five years 
in prison, the Canadian press

curity in much of the coimtiy. 

A gunman with a silenced 
pistol killed Arsala Rahmani as 
he was sitting in his car at an 
intersection in one of the cap¬ 
ital’s most secure areas near 
Kabul University, pohce said. 

The death of Rahmani, a 
top member of the Afghan 
peace coimcil and a senator 


in parliament’s upper house, 
dealt another setback to efforts 
to negotiate a pohtical resolu¬ 
tion to the decade-long war. 

Rahmani was a former 
Taliban official who reconciled 
with the government and was 
active in trying to set up for¬ 
mal talks with the insurgents. 
His assassination follows that 
of the council’s head last year. 

He was shot just hours 
before President Hamid Karzai 
armounced the third of a five- 
stage transition process that 
wiU have the Afghan National 
Security forces in control 
of the country by the end 
of 2014, when most foreign 
combat troops are to leave the 
cormtry. 

Afghan security forces now 
number about 330,000 and 
are to increase to 352,000 by 
the end of the year. They are 
expected to take over much of 
the fighting as the U.S. draws 
down an additional 23,000 
troops to 68,000 by the end of 
September.

Canada has best 
two-month job 
gain in 30 years 

Canada booked its best two- 
month employment gain 
in three decades with news 
Friday that the economy 
churned out 58,200 new 
jobs in April, the strongest 
signal in some time the 
economic recovery may be 
coming out of a mid-winter 
stall. 

The report was far 
stronger than anyone 
anticipated with Canadians 
able to find net new jobs in 
seven provinces across the 
country, many full-time and 
in the high-paying manu¬ 
facturing, construction and 
resource industries. 

Combined with March’s 
82,300 jobs number, the 
140,500 total is the best 
two-month employment 
performance the country 
has seen since 1981. 

The only negative was 
that the rmemployment 
rate edged up one-tenth of 
a point to 7.3 per cent. But 
Statistics Canada said that 
was because even more 
people went looking for 
work last month — a signal 
of labour market strength 
rather than weakness.

Greece. Keep or sell property? 


The economic crisis sideswip- 
ing Greece has had a particu¬ 
larly personal impact on some 
people in Canada, as members 
of the Greek diaspora fret about 
what to do with property in 
their homeland. 

A deeply impopular prop¬ 
erty tax created by the Ministry 
of Finance in 2011, one of many 
austerity measures adopted by 
the debt-stricken coimtry, is 
expected to cost the average 
household between $1,300 and 
$2,000 a year and applies to vir¬ 
tually everyone owning prop¬ 


erty in Greece. 

The tax, which factors in 
the size, age and location of the 
property, wiU afiect more than 
5.1 million properties in Greece 
— including the more than 
70,000 owned by foreigners. 

Some land owners would 
rather part with everything in 
an attempt to salvage whatever 
they can. 

“I have a house, land, farms 
and I want to get rid of it all,” 
said John Babalis, a Greek 
Montrealer originally from 
Kalamata. “No one is looking 


after it when we aren’t there 
and we’re worried about the 
government, so none of it is 
worth keeping.” 

There are other concerns, 
aside from property taxes and 
the stability of the euro. Take 
squatters, for instance. 

A Greek law stipulates that 
unattended properties can 
eventually be claimed by tres¬ 
passers if enough time has 
passed. In many cases, the tres¬ 
passer might be a relative or 
friend who claims the property

I see very little of that kind of acceptance of accountability 
in those who govern and run our city. Sometimes I think they 
have signs on their desk that say “Duh!” 

One might think that after the South Edmonton Common 
fiasco that lead to half a billion dollars being spent to control 
traffic in the area, our city planners and politicos might have 
taken a step back and asked themselves what level of growth 
the city can sustain. 

No such luck. Apparently, it came as a huge surprise to 
those who live under the pyramid that adding new neigh¬ 
bourhoods to the city comes

From what I can tell, it 
never even occurred to them 
that we would have to sup¬ 
ply those communities with 
libraries, fire halls, police 
stations, parks and libraries. 
They were gobsmacked when 
they realized that the city 
was going to have to pony 
up more than $1 billion as a 
result. 

One thing the City of 

Edmonton is good at is words. It has worded us over and over 
again on a number of issues. One example of its wordsmith- 
ing is the idea of creating a sustainable, green city. But 
since actions speak louder than words, it is pretty clear that 
sustainability really isn’t on the agenda. It’s just a nice thing 
to say. 

Approving suburb after suburb so developers can build 
more energy-sucking single-family houses with two-car gar¬ 
ages is hardly a model of environmental stewardship. We are 
already one of the worst civic offenders when it comes to the 
number of cars per capita. Helping people move out to the 
fringes of the city where transit is only an option for those 
who can’t afford a $500,000 house will do nothing to amelior¬ 
ate the problem. 

And when anybody suggests that perhaps a moratorium 
on new suburbs is long overdue, the reaction is one of shock 
and horror. But I suppose that since developers are major con¬ 
tributors to civic election campaigns, I suppose that should 
come as no surprise. 

Get prepared to shell out more in taxes and fees to pay for 
bad planning.

The two lionesses, about 5 years old, have 
been brought to the sanctuary in the hope 
that they will eventually breed with the 
resident male white lion. Because of their rar¬ 
ity — with "literally a handful of them left in 
South Africa," Whitnall tells Metro — preserv¬ 
ing the white lion’s bloodline is of paramount 
importance for wildlife conservationists.

What to Expect When You’re

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To microchip your kids or 
not — that is the question

parents may agree to 
a GPS tracking device, 
but what about a body 
implant? 


Recently, the ladies of the Amer¬ 
ican talk show The View started 
quite the discussion when they 
proposed implanting micro¬ 
chips in children —just as you 
would a pet. 

Whoopi Goldberg first men¬ 
tioned the idea while the ladies 
were discussing the infamous 
Etan Patz case that really intro¬ 
duced parents to the dangers 
of missing children (he dis¬ 
appeared in 1979). 

The basic conclusion of 
the panel was that if it’s good 
enough for your Shih Tzu, it 


should be good enough for your 
children. This way we’d able 
to find yoimg children if they 
were abducted. 

First of all, as some of 
mommyish.com’s readers 
noted, that’s not exactly the 
way that microchips work. 

Terri was the first to ex¬ 
plain: “Pet microchips don’t 
work hke GPS trackers; rather, 
they can be scanned if a lost 
pet is brought into a shelter or 
vet clinic, in order to access the 
owner’s contact information.” 

But there were still plenty of 
parents who seemed to believe 
that a GPS tracker for children 
wouldn’t be a bad idea. 

Amy brought up another 
famous missing persons case 
and the impact it made on her. 
“When 1 was 13, Jennifer Odom 
disappeared. She only needed 
to go 300 feet to her house from 


the step off the school bus. It 
took a bit to find her body. StiU 
imsolved. Even if it’s a worst- 
case scenario of, ‘I can get my 
pit-bull back’, I want the same 
service afforded to protecting 
my kids.” 

No matter what the crime 
rate may be, bad things stiU 
happen and parents are still 
desperate to protect their chil¬ 
dren from harm. 

One reader, Rebecca, had a 
creative idea of a less perma¬ 
nent way to help keep track 
of yoimg children who might 
wander off. Her suggestion; 
“I’d be interested in GPS jewel¬ 
ry for kids, something you can 
remove easily, but isn’t so ob¬ 
vious that a kidnapper would 
recognize what it is. It would 
be great if only you had access 
to tire GPS signal, say through 
your phone or something. I go 


into NYG a lot, which is challen¬ 
ging with two preschoolers. If 
one slips away at the giant Toys 
‘R’ Us, a lot of panic attacks 
could be averted.” 

To that end, there actually 
are a variety of GPS track¬ 
ers that are available for cau¬ 
tious parents looking to keep 
their young children safe. But 
none of these options would 
be cheap. Gompanies have de¬ 
signed GPS units that can be 
placed in jewelry, clothing or 
bookbags, so that your chil¬ 
dren could be monitored at any 
time. Once the kids get older, 
you could stop asking them to 
wear the GPS device. 

With all this talk of tracking 
kids in case of the worst, I think 
it’s important to note that par¬ 
ents should be educating their 
children about stranger danger 
and safe practices as well. GPS

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Bring spring to your table 
with a chicken-veggie dish 



To make the most of tender 
spring vegetables, it’s import¬ 
ant to use a gentle touch at the 
stove. This not only results in 
a more delicious dish, it’s also 
usually much less work. 

This braise of chicken legs 
and spring veggies is a great 
example. Though the chicken 
cooks for 30 minutes, the vege¬ 
tables steam in the same pot 
for a few minutes. 

1 . In small bowl, mix but¬ 
ter and flour until com¬ 
pletely smooth. Set aside. 

2 . In heavy-bottomed pot, 
heat oil over medium-high 
heat. Season the chicken legs 
with salt and pepper. Work¬ 
ing in batches, cook legs imtil 
well-browned, about 5 min¬ 
utes per side. Transfer to plate. 

3 . Add onions to pot and 
brown 8 mins. Add wine 
and scrape bottom of pan 
to loosen browned bits. Re¬ 
turn legs to pan along with 
the stock and th 3 mie. Bring 
to low simmer, then cover. 
Reduce heat to low and sim¬ 
mer imtil the chicken legs 
are tender, about 30 minutes. 


Ingredients 


• 1 tbsp unsalted butter, room 
temperature 

• 2 tbsp all-purpose flour 

• 1 tbsp canola oil 

• 4 chicken legs, skin and 
excess fat removed 

• Salt and black pepper 

• 2 sweet onions, quartered 

• 1/4 cup white wine 

• 2 cups no-salt chicken stock 

• 2 tsp dried thyme 

• 1 bunch asparagus 

• 1 bunch broccolini 

• 1 tbsp cider vinegar 


4 . When the chicken cooked, 
place asparagus and broccolini 
over chicken and cover. Allow 
veggies to steam 5 mins, or until 
just tender and bright green. 

5 . Transfer legs and veg to plat¬ 
ter.

Question: I have a broken 
stroller with no wheels and 
a cracked frame. Can 1 re¬ 
cycle it? And what about 
recycUng toys?

The only company that I can 
find to recycle items like old 
strollers (and expired chil¬ 


dren’s car seats) in the Van¬ 
couver area is Pacific Mobile 
Depots. 

The depots organize 
pickups and drop-off dates 
in and around Vancouver 
for materials that are diffi¬ 
cult to recycle, from Styro¬ 
foam peanuts to clothes 
hangers. Check out their 
website for a full list of ac¬ 
cepted items and fees. 

Come July 2012, look for 
the Electronic Toy Steward¬ 
ship program in B.C,, which 
happens to be he first stew¬ 
ardship program of its kind 
in North America. 

For this product cat¬ 
egory, they’ll take the fol¬ 
lowing items: electronic 
or electrical toys (includ¬ 


ing toy trains), car-racing 
sets, toy cars and trucks, 
remote-control toys, rid¬ 
ing toys, video games and 
video gaming equipment 
and consoles. 

In Ontario, Eco Bebe 
Boutique recycles materials 
from old and new strollers, 
and also donates functional 
(but not “A-grade” strollers) 
to charity. 

And then there’s Bab- 
yEarth Renew, a hassle-free 
recycling program for 
baby gear. If you’re 
done with your car seat, 
stroller or highchair, 
you can ship it to them. 

They make sure every¬ 
thing is properly disassem¬ 
bled and all usable parts are 


sent to accredited recycling 
centres. The catch is that 
you pay the shipping 
costs — and they’re locat¬ 
ed in Texas. (Maybe pass 
this tip onto your mom’s 
friends in the U.S.?) 

Toy recycling is just 
as challenging because toys 
are made from many types 
of materials — namely, a 
combination of every type 
of plastic (numbers one 
through seven). 

Try to see if you can 
collect as little toy clutter 
as possible — it’s simply 
unnecessary to buy every¬ 
thing! And sure, this could 
be a challenging request 
to your undoubtedly gener¬ 
ous friends and family.

Solar cells are pretty much 
the ultimate in a clean, 
green-energy generation. 
But traditional cells have 


their limitations. They only 
do their best work when the 
sun is out and shining dir¬ 
ectly on them. Morning and 
evening aren’t ideal, and 
cloudy days are pretty much 
a write-off. 

But an exciting new 
approach to the entire in¬ 
dustry is leaping closer to 
the ultimate ideal: “abso¬ 
lute black.” 

These new solar cells 
catch light from all angles 
— efficiently enough to gen¬ 
erate electricity even when 
the sun is obscured. 

“You take a standard 
cell, and you etch little 
pores into it, like tiny little 


mountains,” says Chuck Pro- 
vini, president and CEO of 
Natcore Technology. 

“What happens then 
is that, as the sun goes 
across the sky, you now 
have these little pores that 
capture the light and don’t 
have as much reflect-off 
as a smooth cell.” 

This happens at a micro¬ 
scopic scale, but the new 
cells capture an astonish¬ 
ing 99.7 per cent of the 
available light. 

“Because we’re cap¬ 
turing light at all these 
different angles, what’s 
happening is we’re just 
getting more light over

a greater period of time,” 
Provini explains. “It reaches 
its high efficiency way 
early on in the day, 
and then keeps it much, 
much longer. You don’t 
just have this blip in the 
middle of the day. You 
have this plateau that goes 


from morning until the sun 
goes down.” 

At a time when the 
rest of the industry is 
struggling to increase 
power output by fractions 
of percentage points, Nat- 
core’s cells promise to boost 
production by between three 
and ten per cent. 

There is still a 
lot of testing and 
development to complete, 
but the future is near — 
and very exciting. 

“We’re also developing 
a tandem solar cell, where 
we’re stacking solar cells 
on top of each other — each 
one engineered to cap¬ 


ture a different bandwidth 
of light. And we think 
that technol¬ 

ogy will double the 
efficiency of solar cells.” 

And even though China 
is the traditional leader 
in solar-cell technology, 
Natcore is committed to 
keeping all its development 
and manufacturing jobs 
in North America. 

“In order to make 
solar energy work, 
two things have to happen,” 
Provini explains. “You’ve got 
to double the efficiency 
or cut the cost in half. 
We’ve got technology on¬ 
line to do both.”

Over the last 17 years, Vincent 
Tinto’s 1994 book. Leaving Col¬ 
lege: Rethinking the Causes 
and Cures of Student Attrition, 
has been a standard read for 
those studying student reten¬ 
tion. 

But now Tinto has authored 
a sequel. Completing College: 
Rethinking Institutional Ac¬ 
tion, with a sobering message 
for college administrators: 
College may be accessible to 
more people than ever before, 
but the graduation rate is not 
improving significantly — and, 
in some cases, it’s actually de- 
clinmg. 

“While the gap between 
high- and low-income students 
has decreased in terms of going 
to college, the gap in college

completion between high and 
low income has actually in¬ 
creased,” explains Tinto, a pro¬ 
fessor at Syracuse University. 

“So somethmg’s amiss. The 
sum set of my experience is 
telling me the following: While 
colleges have instituted a range 
of retention programs, for 
the most part those programs 
have sat outside the classroom. 
They’re disconnected.” 

In the new book, Tmto 
calls for a remvestment in the 
undergraduate classroom. That

“For low-income students, 
most of them work outside the 
college and often commute.

Men still make the most 
money in the average 
household, but it’s women 
who control the purse 
strings. 

VMle that’s been 
acknowledged informally 
for some time in Canada, 
a new survey by the Bank 
of Montreal suggests there 
is no reason to doubt the 
truism. 

In a report tied to 
Mother’s Day, the bank 
says a recent survey of 
about 1,500 people shows 
that in 82 per cent of Can¬ 
adian households, women 
are either the primary 
decision-maker or have 
equal responsibihty for 
financial decisions. 

“We can still say 
women earn less than 
men over their entire 
career ... but they do make 
around 80 per cent of the 
decisions around spend¬ 
ing,” said Tina Di Vito, 
head of BMO’s retirement 
division. 

The BMO report, done 
in conjunction with 
Boston Consulting Group, 
shows women are also 
gaining financial power 
by virtue of their earnings 
and now control about 
one-third of all wealth in 
North America.

Getting children moving 


Pilot project. Making 
children earn their 
screen time — new 
online game uses kids’ 
daily activity as its sole 
power source 


Jurmaine Dowe detaches his 
digital pedometer and in¬ 
serts it into the docking sta¬ 
tion, and it’s not long before 
a flurry of colourful graph¬ 
ics pop up and saturate the 
computer screen. 

Within moments, the 
11-year-old will be on a 
globetrotting journey with¬ 
in a virtual world that will 
transport him to such varied 
locales as Blackfoot Cross¬ 
ing, the Empire State Build¬ 
ing, Mount Everest, and the 
moon. 

But before the Grade 5 
student at Toronto’s Black¬ 
smith Public School can 
navigate through the digital 
domain, he first must rack 
up steps through physical 
activity to power his online 
play. 

Jurmaine is among 250 
kids across Canada taking 
part in a pilot project aimed 
at offering youngsters some 
added incentive to get mov¬ 
ing. 

Concerned Children’s 
Advertisers has launched 
what is being billed as the 
first-ever online game to use 
kids’ daily activity as its sole 
power source. 

The project’s aim is to 
determine whether gaming 
can be used as a motivator 
to change sedentary behav¬ 
iour, and, in turn, increase 
physical activity levels 
among kids. 

In addition to other com¬ 
munities within Ontario in¬ 
cluding Mississauga, Paris, 
Orillia and Rama, the pilot 
is also in place in Moncton, 
Regina and Whitehorse. 

Children are outfitted 
with digital pedometers 
known as Fitbits that track 
and upload their daily steps

to an online game called GO- 
GOYU. When online, they 
create and customize their 
own avatars. 

But for parents con¬ 
cerned about kids spending 
countless hours glued to 
screens, they needn’t worry; 
the game has strict time lim¬ 
its, and offers ample educa¬ 
tional value to its users. 

As they navigate through

the game, they can earn 
energy boosters known as 
“karats,” learn nutritional 
information as well as facts 
about the different locales 
which are woven through¬ 
out the various challenges. 

The pilot’ project’s first 
week involves students 
wearing the Fitbit daily 
without interaction with 
GOGOYU. An online survey

daily life is all a good contri¬ 
bution,” says Brownrigg. 


• Results. The project ends 
next month, and results will 
be reviewed by researchers 
at the University of Toronto. 


Stepping up to the challenge 


is also conducted to assess 
their sports involvement 
and levels of activity, said 
CCA school liaison Susan 
Houston. 

The students then have 
four weeks interacting with 
the game. During the pro¬ 
ject’s final phase, young¬ 
sters wear the Fitbit for one 
more week to see if they are 
continuing to keep up with 
their steps. 

CCA president Bev Deeth 
said research they con¬ 
ducted with kids revealed 
that youngsters recognize 
the importance of leading 
a healthy, active life. How¬ 
ever, that knowledge alone 
wasn’t necessarily enough 
to spur them to take action 
or make a change. 

The information was 
shared with ad agency Cris¬ 
pin Porter & Bogusky, which 
developed the idea of a game 
powered by real-life activity. 

“With one in four kids 
in this country being over¬ 
weight or obese, this is tak¬ 
ing a very creative new dir¬ 
ection approach to an issue 
that’s very problematic,” 
Deeth said. “We felt that we 
were reaching kids in more 
of a relevant and meaning¬ 
ful and motivating way.” 

Deeth said the game is 
designed to help kids get 
their 60 minutes of recom¬ 
mended moderate to vigor¬ 
ous physical activity a day. 

According to the 2011 
report card from Active 
Healthy Kids Canada, only 
nine per cent of boys and 
four per cent of girls are 
meeting those targets. 


Recent research from the 
Children’s Hospital of East¬ 
ern Ontario Research Insti¬ 
tute suggests kids should ac¬ 
cumulate about 12,000 steps 
daily to maintain healthy 
physical activity levels. The 
step-count figure includes 
the recommended 60 min¬ 
utes of daily physical activ¬ 
ity. 

Soccer sessions at school 
for Jurmaine and fellow 
classmates Nathaniel Sinke 
and Shirley Tran, both 10, 
have helped in their efforts 
to ramp up their step counts. 

“I was psyched because 
it was kind of fun hearing 
about the game, seeing my 
character and everything, 
and seeing how many steps 
I could get a day... and try¬ 
ing to beat my highest step 
count,” said jurmaine. 

Shirley has racked up as 
many as 21,000 steps in a 
day and does whatever she 
can to increase her pedom¬ 
eter clicks. 

“When we’re doing 
squats, I always add marches 
to it to get more steps.” 

But not all of the kids 
have been keen to partici¬ 
pate. Andrew Wood, who 
teaches a split Grade 4/5 
class at Blacksmith, admits a 
few of his students haven’t 
worn the Fitbit at all. 

“You’re not going to get 
everybody. But the point is: 
‘How many can you get?”’ 
he said. “Some kids aren’t 
going to be on board. But 
the point is to get more on 
board than otherwise,” add¬ 
ed Dockery.
